Frankly Speaking 

In the reading from Isaiah in this weekend’s 
liturgy, we learn of the servant of God, who 
was called from birth to be a sharp edged 
sword in God’s hands, that His salvation may 
reach the ends of the earth. We may not be 
the servant whom Isaiah is speaking of, but as 
the adopted children of the Father through our 
Lord Jesus Christ, we are called from birth to 
bring His salvation to the ends of the earth. 
Does this mean that we are called to travel the 
world spreading God’s love and salvation?
